The Wealth of the South Collection has been assembled 
over a period of more than 35 years by a dedicated student 
of the Civil War. He was fascinated by the personal stories 
of many who lived (and died) during the conflict, as well as 
the social and political ramifications that helped forge our 
country through to the present. 

Assembling the collection first began in the early 1980s 
through purchases from R.M. Smythe, Melnick, Stacks, 
and other auctions. However, it was the sale of the Douglas 
Ball Collection by NASCA in the late 1980s that served as a 
springboard, providing the vision for where the collection 
would travel over the subsequent decades. The acquisition 
of some of Balls exceedingly rare proofs, as well as one of 
his printing plates, thrilled the collector, and his thirst for 
related material became impossible to quench. His initial 
goal was to acquire an uncancelled type set of Confederate 
States of America banknotes in the best condition that 
he could afford (as well as a type set of contemporary 
counterfeits to the extent that such a set could be assembled). 


Along the way, he inevitably began buying an array of other 
related material. This material included a multitude of CSA 
banknotes that bore various bank stamps and interest paid 
stamps, postmarks, endorsements and annotations, printing 
and production errors, trans-Mississippi and revalidation 
stamps, and margin plate names. In addition, he attempted 
to purchase an example of each watermark observed on each 
type, an example of each type made by each printer and/ 
or engraver, and other significant varieties as they became 
available. 

Later on, the Civil War theme of the collection expanded 
to include fractional currency, encased postage stamps, CSA 
Interim Deposit Receipts, Confederate fiscal paper, southern 
Civil War era bonds and shares, as well as autographs and 
letters of southern politicians who appeared on CSA bonds 
and banknotes. It is the hope of the consignor that future 
generations of collectors and historians will maintain and 
preserve our great country’s history, and in so doing enjoy 
the journey in this wonderful hobby as much as he has.

Being able to own a Blue 
Seal Alaska national only ads to the bragging rights. 

The town of Fairbanks owes it name to Charles W. Fairbanks 
who held a large role in shaping what Alaska is today as large 
border disputes arose after the discovery of gold in the region 
at the end of the 19th century. It was that discovery, known 
as the Klondike Gold Rush, that was responsible for the large 


population boom in Alaska. The town of Fairbanks was settled 
in 1901 and saw spirited growth with this First National Bank 
of Fairbanks chartering in 1905. The bank issued currency 
throughout the small size period and although roughly 60 large 
size notes are known, they are all very tightly held. 

The note is well circulated, which is unlike the majority of the 
Red Seals known, or the PCGS 68PPQ blue seal we sold for 
nearly $130,000 in 2015.

The bank was capitalized at $50,000, the minimum 
amount under Treasury regulations at the time. The founding 
president was local lawyer Alfred R. Evans, and Albert H. Eastman 
held the post of cashier. The latter would use this as a springboard for 
what became a very complex banking career. What is known about 
Eastman today is largely taken from previously confidential (unsealed 
in 2002) records of the Comptroller of the Currency, an office within 
the United States Treasury, that has been studied by Dave Bowers and 
Dave Sundman. What is revealed is interesting, but, no doubt, much 
more remains to be learned-if, indeed, anyone ever recorded details of 
his personal life. If time permits this would make an interesting story 
in Paper Money , the journal of the Society of Paper Money Collectors.

The City National Bank of Berlin was organized on October 10, 1900, 
on which day the directors and officers were elected. The founders 
included men who had been formerly associated with the Berlin Trust 
Co. in the same city, but who had exited when Albert H. Eastman, 
cashier of the Berlin National Bank and with interlocking interests 
in several other banks (see Berlin National Bank above for comment 
about Eastman), gained control of the Berlin Trust Co. In some 
records the charter date is given as November 12,1900. The new bank 
opened for business on November 19 of the same year.

The 
bank opened for business on December 1 in rooms already occupied 
by the Bristol Savings Bank. The premises were on the ground floor at 
the right front of a handsome and imposing structure.

Under the provisions of the National Banking Act of 1863 the highly 
profitable state-chartered Connecticut River Bank evolved into a 
National Bank using the same name, gaining its charter on October 
21, 1864. President Hope Lathrop and Cashier George Olcott, Jr., of 
the old bank, continued in the same positions in the new. The charter 
was limited at $250,000 capital, with affairs to be managed by seven 
directors, who selected $100,000 as the capital amount to be used. 
Similar to its predecessor, the Connecticut River National Bank of 
Charlestown was profitable at an early time and soon paid dividends.

The other, the 
Peoples National Bank has roughly six times more entries in the 
census. This $20 note joins another three for the denomination and is 
quite appealing, with problem free paper for the assigned PMG grade. 
Another find for the specialist! 

The Claremont National Bank (2nd) received charter 13829 in 
November 1933, as successor to the Claremont National Bank (1st), 
charter 596. The institution assumed certain assets and liabilities of its 
predecessor, including currency circulation. 

The official title for charter 596 was The Claremont National Bank, 
with “The” capitalized. This style appeared on all currency, while it 
was often ignored elsewhere. In this text we have designated this as 
the Claremont National Bank (1st). When a new bank was formed 
in 1933 (charter 13829) the capitalized “The” was removed on paper 
money and official documents. If the new bank had been given a new 
and unfamiliar name the public might not have trusted it. This was the 
year of the Bank Holiday and other financial crises, and many banks 
failed. This one failed in a sense as it was dissolved and some assets 
were moved to a new corporation.

One other, serial 
1607, was reported by Dick Dolloff decades ago as VG-F and has not 
been traced since. The last, serial 5505, is slightly finer in grade than 
this and is held in a private collection. Considering that 27,600 were 
printed, it is amazing that nearly all have disappeared. Of course, the 
same could be said for many other series as we were dramatically 
reminded in our cataloging of the Joel R. Anderson Collection, Part 
IV of which will also cross the block at the forthcoming Whitman 
Coin & Collectibles Expo. 

Although there is a healthy overall total of large-size pieces known for 
the bank, the rarity of this configuration cannot be understated. The 
eye appeal is nice for the near Very Fine grade, with just the signatures 
having been traced over at some point in the notes history. This is a 
negative, to be sure, but it is perhaps outweighed by the extreme rarity 
of this variety. The first public offering that we are aware of for this 
catalog number on the bank. 

The Mechanicks National Bank of Concord was chartered on January 
3, 1880, successor to Minot & Co., bankers, which for many years 
had continued much of the business of the old state-chartered, 
note-issuing Mechanicks Bank of Concord. The capital was set at

Track and Price shows eight $50 Type 1 notes 
for the charter with this mid-grade example being among the better 
known pieces. The circulation is mostly even except for a small scuff 
at the back top center.

On January 2,1865, the National State Capital Bank was chartered, an 
unusual name with both National and State in the title (in Exeter the 
National Granite State Bank would also have these two words). The 
facilities of the old State Capital Bank were retained, on the second 
floor of the relatively new State Block, in rooms directly over the 
corner store. The capitalization was set by the directors as $100,000, 
against an authorization of as much as $500,000. 

The transition was seamless, and the officers and directors remained 
as before. The first day of business for the new bank was February 
28, 1865, although the state bank continued to operate officially until 
March 18 (the latter date being one day after the bank increased its 
capital to $150,000). All sails were set, there was a strong economic 
breeze, and all looked forward to years of success.

On March 
24,1864, the stockholders of the state-chartered Derry Bank drafted a 
document including this text: “Believing our interest as stockholders 
in said bank and the interest of said bank will be promoted by said 
bank becoming an association under the provisions of an Act of 
Congress do severally authorize and empower the directors of said 
bank to make a certificate of association, to take all necessary and 
proper steps to convert said bank into an association on said act “ This 
was signed by a majority of stockholders. 

The application dragged. The matter was expedited, and on July 6, 
1864, and the matter was quickly resolved On July 12,1864, the Derry 
National Bank was organized with a capital of $60,000, but with an 
authorization of $100,000. Shares to the extent of 600 were to be sold 
at $100 each.

On April 8, 1865, the stockholders of the Monadnock Bank of Jaffrey 
transferred the institutions assets and liabilities to a new corporation, 
the Monadnock National Bank of East Jaffrey, although the location of 
the bank did not move. The bank premises were modest and remained 
in cashier Peter Uptons house, a rather unusual arrangement among 
New Hampshire banks. The authorized capital of the new bank was 
$200,000, of which $100,000 was used.

The Comptroller of the Currency at the Treasury 
Department issued a charter on February 24, 1926, and the new 
institution opened its doors on March 27. A similar name had been 
used earlier by the Rockingham National Bank of Portsmouth, but 
that institution had gone into voluntary liquidation on March 31, 
1905, and by 1925 there was no possibility of confusion with it.

The full capital was 
paid up as of December 6. On December 20 it received charter number 
2443. The location was Franklin, also called Franklin Post Office.

The new bank will shortly increase 
its active capital to $100,000.” The last happened, and this amount 
remained in place through the end of the note-issuing era in 1935.

The Rockingham National Bank of Portsmouth was chartered 
effective April 1,1865, as the successor in interest to the state chartered 
Rockingham Bank. However, it was not until April 7 that authority 
was given for transferring the assets and liabilities the Rockingham 
(state) Bank, and it was not until the 17th that the institution went into 
operation. Years later, in 1925, an unrelated Rockingham National 
Bank would be chartered in Exeter, but for the present generation this 
was the only institution with this name. 

The authorized capital of the new National Bank was limited to 
$400,000, but the directors settled upon $200,000 as the amount 
desired for operation, an amount quickly paid in. Shares had a par 
value of $50 each. As noted, the bank expired early in the 20th century

He met with Treasury Secretary Salmon P. Chase to discuss its 
implications. Upon returning to Portsmouth, Hackett conferred with 
cashier Samuel Lord and determined to convert the business of the 
Piscataqua Exchange Bank into the Portsmouth National Banking 
Association. 

The necessary federal bond purchases were made and documents 
completed. Information was the first received from any National Bank 
charter applicant and were assigned to box number 1 in the Treasury 
Department. It was the function of the Comptroller of the Currency 
to assign charter numbers to the new banks, and but for a small 
technicality, the Portsmouth bank would have been No. 1. However, 
on May 23,1863, Comptroller Hugh McCulloch notified the directors 
that the name “National Banking Association” should be changed to 
“National Bank,” and the Articles of Association were returned for 
amendment in this regard. 

By the time the Articles reached Portsmouth, were amended, signed, 
and returned, 18 other applicants had received charter numbers. 
Accordingly on May 23,1863, the First National Bank of Portsmouth 
became charter number 19. By year’s end, 178 other National Banks 
had been organized in the United States. Although the honor of being 
No. 1 was lost, the bank did become the first National Bank in the 
state. Years later when the charter ran out it was given a new number 
(as were other banks), this being 2672. On June 8 1910, following a 
petition, No. 19 was restored, as seen on the offered note.

Only two public records of the charter are seen 
in Track and Price, with just from a major numismatic auction house, 
another $5 note in Very Fine that brought $2,530 in a September 2006 
sale. This note displays nice centering, even circulation, and problem 
free paper for the grade. The New Public National Bank was formed 
after the Public National Bank went into receivership. Certain of its 
assets were acquired by the new institution. After close study by the 
Treasury in Washington it was chartered in early December 1933, 
with a capital of $100,000. Officers and directors were elected soon 
thereafter. Serving as president was William M. Lord, who had held 
the same post in the Public National Bank. Rolland H. Spaulding, 
a former governor of the state who had been involved with the old 
Rochester National Bank, was vice president of the new bank. Russell 
H. Britton served as cashier. 

About a year later the location of the New Public National Bank of 
Rochester in facilities shared with the state-chartered Rochester Trust 
Company was not pleasing to the Treasury Department, but in this 
deep time of national financial crisis nothing was done, as other 
bank problems required attention. Internal Treasury correspondence 
reveals that the new location was known and approved of at the time 
of the banks charter.

The currently offered note is the finest of the two examples 
graded. It comes fully framed and displays only light traces 
of circulation. The paper is bright and creamy white in color. 
Dark lithographed inks present this prohibitively rare type in 
great detail. All of the handwritten inks are darkly penned and 
clear. This note is far superior than the previously mentioned 
Newman example which is heavily impaired despite the PCGS

A monumental Confederate States of America item that is the first 
we have handled and one of just two plates in private hands we are aware 
of. These plates were produced for a new series of 1864 dated notes with 
denominations of Five to Five Hundred Dollars. The contract to make 
the plates was given to S. Straker & Sons of London. The plates were 
then produced and presumed lost in shipment as they never arrived. 
Last sold in a Heritage 2015 sale where it brought $9,693.75 as lot 19385 
and was described as follows: 

This $10 Chemicograph back printing plate is a piece of Confederate 
history of the rarest magnitude and an item this cataloger never even 
dreamed of having the pleasure to write about. First, the back story is 
in order. A set of Chemicograph c notes” consists of six different backs 
with designs that were intended for the 1864 issues of the $5, $10, $20, 
$50, $100, and $500 denominations. Back plates with these designs 
were ordered by the Confederate Treasury from S. Straker & Sons of 
London. The plates were made and shipped from London to the CSA 
in early January 1864. On the trip the plates disappeared. Several more 


additional shipments were also made, but none of these got through the 
Union blockade. Examples of the plates were finally found 75 years later 
and prints were made. Next, the plates were donated to the Smithsonian 
Institution according to printed information supplied with the purchase 
of these sets from Philip H. Chase in the 1950 s and 60s. This lot contains 
the $10 Chemicograph printing plate that closely depicts the desirable 
Great Seal of the Confederate States of America with George Washington 
on horseback at center. Included with this lot is a reprint of a Philip H. 
Chase article on the Chemicograph subject that appeared in the March 
and April 1950 The Numismatist. We have not graded the plate, but it is 
very nice with all details sharp and it does not have any gouges or cuts. 
The only other auction appearance we can find for a Chemicograph plate 
comes courtesy of Paper Money Society of Paper Money Collectors Vol. 
XVI, No. 2 - Whole No. 68 - March-April 1977. In an auction roundup 
article there is a report how a $5 Chemicograph plate brought a $1,000 
floor bid at a January 1977 NASCA auction.

Notes: Autographical detectors provide a compilation of bank office 
signatures as they appear on genuine bank notes. The concept was 
to detect counterfeits by comparing authentic signatures with those 
appearing on banknotes; a difficult approach even in todays high tech 
society. According to Dillistin: “While the facsimile signatures presented 


in this detector were of great value to those handling State bank notes 
who might question the genuineness of signatures appearing thereon, 
they were no doubt of inestimable value to the swindler and crook 
engaged in counterfeiting such notes.” Autographical detectors are rare 
with only a few numismatic literature auction appearances cited. 

This detector is a great, great rarity. Not listed in Dillistin. The contents 
with Singerlys Lithographic Chart of Signatures does not list the bank 
titles, distinguish between presidents and cashiers, nor type out the 
spelling of individual names. Rather, the publication only provides 
lithographic signatures arranged by state with no identification; 
furthering the impracticality of the publication in identifying 
counterfeit notes above the deficiencies already cited for signature 
examiners in general.

Notes: C.S. Sloane assumed responsibility for publishing Taylors United 
States Money Reporter from George DeMott between 1848 and 1849. As 
cited by Dillistin, this work is very similar in appearance to Thompsons 
Autographical Counterfeit Detector of the same year. The engravings 
were executed on wood by}. W. Orr, No. 75 Nassau Street, New-York. The 
introduction states: “As an aid in detecting Counterfeit Bank Notes, the 
publisher has thought no more effectual means could be adopted than 
to publish fac-simile Engravings of the Signatures of the Presidents and 
Cashiers of all the Banks in the Union. The accompanying engravings 
are exact imitations of the signatures they represent, the greatest care 
having been taken both in drawing and engraving. The publisher, 
however, wishes it to be understood that he does not guarantee that the 
engravings given will correspond in every single line and mark with 
genuine signatures with which they may be compared inasmuch as the 
various signatures of any person will vary more or less, he can only 
guarantee the general character and expression of the signatures to be 
correct.” This disclaimer regarding signature matching is very similar 
to Thompsons.

There are four known editions of Thompsons Autographical Detector:

In 1853 the publication 
was retitled Sibbets Bank Note Review and Counterfeit Detector

The book starts with testimonials from bankers and quotations from 
various publications supporting that it “contains much important 
information for the detection of counterfeit Paper-money.” The book is 
divided into seven rules: Geometric Lathe; Ruling Engine; Medallions; 
Vignettes; Lettering and Engravers’ names; Signatures and filling up; 
Paper, printing, and general appearance. It also includes a discussion on 
altered and raised notes. Footes use of testimonials and rules provided 
the framework for subsequent authors including Gear, Eastman, and 
Heath. The plate matches the photograph in Essay-Proof Journal #167, 
the Steig-Champa plate, and the Horstman plate. Very rare and missing 
from several major libraries. The example that Eric Newman retained 
in his library sold for $960 in the Newman Part XI sale in November 
2018. The example sold in the Ford Library Sale Part I : 465 by Kolbe- 
Stack’s is solidly held in a private collection.

This is the earliest work with a direct lineage to Heath’s 
Counterfeit Detectors, preceding by one year the earliest work known 
to Newman: The United States Bank Note Detector at Sight, the Only 
Infallible System Detecting Counterfeit & Altered Bank Bills as taught 
by A.S. Gear, compiled and published in 1860 by J.W. Whittemore. The 
Gear/Whittemore work was reprinted in the Essay-Proof Journal , nos. 
164-167 (1984-85). Photographed in Essay-Proof Journal #164 is a copy 
of the 1860 Gear/Whittemore work with a paper label pasted to the 
front cover over the publisher’s name printed “Portland, ME. For Sale 
by Laban Heath For $1.00.”

Heath clearly adopted several elements of the Gear work into his own 
book including “Detector at Sight” in the title, “infallible” in several 
places in his work, illustrations of bank note design elements to support 
the text, separation of the text into rules, and use of testimonials.

No 
comparable Finest Known 1934 Gem LGS $500s have been sold 
at auction, so we turn to recent auction results for Finest Known 
Top Pop $1000 LGS for guidance. In our August 2018 ANA 
Sale, a 2211-1 $1000 LGS graded 66EPQ - Finest Known/None 
equal or better - hammered for $57, 600. 

Our beguiling $500 Chicago 68PPQ LGS grades a full two points 
higher than the two Top Pop LGS gems that have sold recently, 
& it presents as a symphony of dazzling color, impeccable 
centering & miraculous originality, a Rembrandt of eye appeal 
in a class by itself.

Signed by 
John H. Wheeler. No. 116 and endorsed on the blank verso. This is a rare 
certificate and United States Mint document. Some normal folds and 
minor splits, but overall quite attractive. Included is a small color print 
of the Treasury in Washington. Not in the John J. Ford XX sale or the 
1999 Stacks Americana sale, which also contained much of Fords fiscal 
paper sold prior to the Ford Collection series. The Wheeler background 
offers a fascinating connection to North Carolina history, along with 
ties to William Walker and the American Abolitionist movement. All 
these events were part of the grounds well leading up to the Civil War. 


John H. Wheeler was a significant North Carolinian of the period. 
His position at the newly founded mint created during this gold rush 
was due to ties to Andrew Jackson. Wealthy and influential, Wheeler 
later became a Washington, D.C. political figure during the Pierce 
administration, including as Minister to Nicaragua. Notoriously 
in context with our present day views of interventionist history, he 
was minister when we recognized the William Walker junta as the 
legitimate government there in 1855. Walker issued rare military scrip 
and eventually found the least desirable table setting at a firing squad 
when he decided to return there in 1860. As a slave owner, Wheeler 
found great notoriety at home. He had an impressive library of great 
literature including slave narratives of the period such as Uncle Toms 
Cabin. Having some relations with his female slaves, he also had them 
educated. Two of those women escaped to the North under different 
circumstances. One, Hannah Bond (pseudonym Crafts), was educated 
very well in the Wheeler household. She wrote a book, hidden until 
this century, authenticated, and published in 2002. This may be the first 
book written by an African-American woman in the United States. 
While heading for posting in Nicaragua, Wheelers slave Jane Johnson 
sought asylum in Pennsylvania where she was protected by abolitionists 
and taken off the departing ship. She eventually moved to Boston with 
her children.

On July 10, 1846, the State legislature passed an act chartering 
the Belknap County Bank. Capital was to be $50,000 to $150,000, 
divided into shares valued at $100 each. The bank was located 
in the same building as the old Winnipisiogee Bank, but used 


the address of Meredith Bridge rather than simply Meredith. In 
1855 Laconia was incorporated as a town, including the district 
earlier known as Meredith Bridge. As a result, later currency 
was imprinted Laconia, even though the bank did not change 
location. In the mid-1860s there were intense discussions about 
changing the Belknap County Bank to a National Bank, but 
there was considerable disagreement among the stockholders, 
and nothing was done. The charter of the bank expired on July 
7, 1866, after which the affairs of the bank were wound down. 
The State Bank Commission last reported on the bank in 1869, 
at which time settlement was near. Only $1,400 in bills remained 
in circulation. 

Genuine notes from the Belknap Count Bank are extremely 
rare, with only a few known to have survived.

The Union Bank of New London held its first organizational meeting 
on February 10, 1792. It and the Hartford Bank were both chartered in 
May. Likely, the Union Bank was in business by early June. As is true 
of most banks of this state, its affairs were well conducted. During this 
era, most eastern ports had specialties (whaling for New London, West 
India trade for Portsmouth, whaling for Nantucket, etc.). Times were 
good, and New London prospered, although there were setbacks, such 
as during the Embargo Act and the perilous times of the War of 1812. 
On May 20,1865, the Union Bank of New London became the National 
Union Bank of New London.

We reached out to obsolete note 
researcher David Gladfelter to see if he had ever encountered such an 
item, and he wrote to us: “[T]his looks to me like an object that was 
used for security purposes, to seal up packages of bank notes printed by 
ABNCo. and delivered via an express company either to the bank or to a 
state official (Comptroller, in the case of New York state, Register, in the 
case of New Jersey) responsible during the free bank era for receiving 
the notes and holding them until the bank pledged proper security 


for their issuance such as public stocks and bonds and mortgages’ 
(see pledge die on Wait 2283, City Bank of Trenton 1.00). The person 
packing and sealing the notes for shipment would have taken a raw 
piece of lead and a pliers-like device with a die on it, tied up the package 
with some kind of copper wire, and sealed up the package by squeezing 
the lead over the wires leaving the security printers impression from 
the die on the lead seal. This way the recipient would be assured that the 
package had not been tampered with.” This seems to be a very sensible 
explanation for this item-David felt that the Is flanking the eagle might 
identify the employee doing the sealing, though we feel that that the Is 
might actually represent the denomination of the notes in the sealed 
package. A rare relic of the most famous name in 19th century security 
printing, and an item that has never seen before by a few obsolete 
banknote experts we queried.

1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale (“Auction Sale”) conducted by bonded 
auctioneers, Stacks Bowers Galleries or Stacks Bowers and Ponterio (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as “Auctioneer” and at times as “Stacks Bowers”). Bidding in this Auction 
Sale constitutes acceptance by you (“Bidder”) of all the Terms of Sale stated herein. 
Bidders may include consignors who may bid and purchase lots in the Auction Sale 
consigned by the consignor or by other consignors pursuant to their consignment 
agreement with Stacks Bowers (“Consignor” or “Consignors”). A Consignor that bids 
on their own lots in the Auction Sale may pay a different fee than the Buyer s Premium 
charged to all other Buyers. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to include in any auction 
sale its own material as well as material from affiliated or related companies, prin¬ 
cipals, officers or employees.

Grading of rare coins and 
currency is subjective and, even though grading has a material effect on the value 
of the coins and currency, grading may differ among independent grading services 
and among numismatists. Stacks Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned 
by independent grading services, and makes no warranty or representation regarding 
such grades. Bidder further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned by Stacks 
Bowers and lot descriptions are based solely upon an examination of the coins and 
currency and are intended to identify coins and currency and note any perceived 
characteristics. However, coin grading and descriptions are subjective. Stacks Bowers 
does not warrant the accuracy of such grading or descriptions, nor do they in any way 
form the basis for any bid.

Buyers agree to pay reasonable attorneys fees and cost incurred to collect 
past due accounts. Any invoice not paid by the Default Date will bear a five percent 
(5%) late fee on the invoice amount. Buyers personally and unconditionally guarantee 
payment in full of all amounts owed to Stacks Bowers. Any person submitting bids 
on behalf of a corporation or other entity, by making such bid, agrees to be person¬ 
ally jointly and severally liable for the payment of the purchase price and any related 
charges and the performance of all Buyer obligations under these Terms of Sale and 
Stacks Bowers reserves the right to require a written guarantee of such payments and 
obligations.

In the event any applicable sales tax is not paid by Buyer that 
should have been paid, even if not such tax was not charged or collected by Stacks 
Bowers by mistake, error, negligence or gross negligence, Buyer nonetheless acknowl¬ 
edges responsibility to pay such sales tax and remains fully liable for and agrees to 
promptly pay such taxes on demand, together with any interest or penalty that may be 
assessed by the taxing authority and agrees to indemnify and hold Auctioneer harm¬ 
less from any applicable sales tax, interest or penalties due. Lots from different Auc¬ 
tions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

8. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms of 
Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make payment 
in full by the Default Date, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, in 
addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity to rescind the sale 
of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, retaining all payments 
made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may be 
speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by Stacks 
Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public or private 
sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the indebted¬ 
ness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers commission 
that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at the option 
of Stacks Bowers. If Stacks Bowers resells the lots, Buyer agrees to pay for the reason¬ 
able cost of such sale, together with any incidental costs of sale, including reasonable 
attorneys fees and costs, cataloging and any other reasonable charges. Notice of the 
sale shall be by U.S.P.S. Certified Mail, Return Receipt Requested to the address uti¬ 
lized on the Bid Sheet, Auction Consignment and Security Agreement or other last 
known address by Stacks Bowers. The proceeds shall be applied first to the satisfac¬ 
tion of any damages occasioned by Buyers breach, then to any other indebtedness 
owed to Stacks Bowers, including without limitation, commissions, handling charges, 
carrying charges, the expenses of both sales, sellers fees, reasonable attorneys’ fees, 
costs, collection agency fees and costs and any other costs or expenses incurred. Buyer 
shall also be liable to Stacks Bowers for any deficiency if the proceeds of such sale or 
sales are insufficient to cover such amounts. 

Buyer grants to Stacks Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, the right to offset any sums 
due, or found to be due to Stacks Bowers, and to make such offset from any past, 
current, or future consignment, or purchases that are in the possession or control of 
Stacks Bowers; or from any sums due to Buyer by Stacks Bowers, its affiliates and as¬ 
signees. In addition, defaulting Buyers will be deemed to have granted to Stacks Bow¬ 
ers, its affiliates and assignees, a security interest in: (x) the purchased lots and their 
proceeds, and (y) such sums or other items and their proceeds, in the possession of 
Stacks Bowers, its affiliates or assignees, to secure all indebtedness due to Stacks Bow¬ 
ers and its affiliated companies, plus all accrued expenses, carrying charges, sellers 
fees, attorney fees, and costs, until the indebtedness is paid in full. Buyer grants Stacks 
Bowers the right to file a UCC-1 financing statement for such items, and to assign such 
interest to any affiliated or related company or any third party deemed appropriate by 
Stacks Bowers. If the auction invoice is not paid for in full by the Default Date, a car¬ 
rying charge of one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per month maybe imposed on the 
unpaid amount until it is paid in full. In the event this interest rate exceeds the interest 
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permitted by law, the same shall be adjusted to the maximum rate permitted by law, 
and any amount paid in excess thereof shall be allocated to principal. Buyer agrees 
to pay all reasonable attorneys fees, court costs and other collection costs incurred 
by Stacks Bowers or any affiliated or related company to collect past due invoices or 
to interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in any action or proceeding arising out of 
or related to the Auction Sale. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to assign its interest 
to any third party. To the extent that the Buyer for any lot consists of more than one 
person or entity, each such person or entity is jointly and severally liable for all obliga¬ 
tions of the Buyer, regardless of the title or capacity of such person or entity. Stacks 
Bowers shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the California 
Commercial Code and all rights of the consignor to collect amounts due from the 
Buyer, whether at law or equity. 

9. Shipping. It is the Buyers responsibility to contact Stacks Bowers after the sale to 
make shipping and packaging arrangements. Due to the fragile nature of some lots, 
Stacks Bowers may elect not to assume responsibility for shipping or packing, or may 
charge additional shipping and handling. Lots indicated as being “framed” or that 
are specifically identified in the catalog are shipped at Buyers risk. All taxes, postage, 
shipping, if applicable, handling, insurance costs, the Buyers Premium, and any other 
fees required by law to be charged or collected will be added to the invoice for any 
lots invoiced to Buyer. All lots shipped to foreign countries will be billed an additional 
one-half percent (1/2%) for insurance (minimum of $10). For any lots delivered out¬ 
side the United States, the declaration value shall be the item’(s) hammer price plus 
its buyers premium. Auctioneer shall not be liable for any loss caused or resulting 
from seizure or destruction under quarantine or customs regulation or confiscation 
by order of any government or public authority. Buyer shall be responsible for pay¬ 
ing all applicable taxes, duties and customs charges for all lots delivered outside the 
United States. All lots will be shipped FOB Destination, freight prepaid and charged 
back. Title and risk of loss pass to the Buyer at the destination upon tender of delivery.

AUCTIONEER IS SELLING ONLY THAT RIGHT OR TITLE TO THE LOT THAT THE

“AS IS” AND WITH ALL FAULTS. PURCHASER HEREBY ASSUMES ALL RISKS

d. Late remittance or removal of any item from its original container, or altering a 
coin constitutes just cause for revocation of all return privileges. 

e. Grading or condition of rare coins and currency may have a material effect on 
the value of the item(s) purchased, and the opinion of others (including independent 
grading services) may differ with the independent grading services opinion or inter¬ 
pretation of Stacks Bowers. Stacks Bowers shall not be bound by any prior, or sub¬ 
sequent opinion, determination or certification by any independent grading service. 

f. Questions regarding the minting of a coin as a “proof” or as a “business strike” 
relate to the method of manufacture and not to authenticity. 

g. All oral and written statements made by Stacks Bowers and its employees or agents 
(including affiliated and related companies) are statements of opinion only, and are 
not warranties or representations of any kind, unless stated as a specific written war¬ 
ranty, and no employee or agent of Stacks Bowers has authority to vary or alter these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to vary or 
alter the Terms of Sale, either generally or with respect to specific persons or circum¬ 
stances, in its sole discretion. Any variation or alteration shall be effective only if in 
writing and signed by an officer of Stacks Bowers authorized to do so. 

h. Stacks Bowers is acting as an auctioneer. Title to the lots purchased passes directly 
from the Consignor to the Buyer. Accordingly, Stacks Bowers is not making, and dis¬ 
claims, any warranty of title. 

i. Bidders shall have no recourse against the Consignor for any reason whatsoever. 

j. Bidder acknowledges that the numismatic market is speculative, unregulated and 
volatile, and that coin prices may rise or fall over time. Stacks Bowers does not guar¬ 
antee or represent that any customer buying for investment purposes will be able to 
sell for a profit in the future. 

k. Bidder acknowledges and agrees that neither Stacks Bowers, nor its employees, 
affiliates, agents, third-party providers or consignors warrant that auctions will be 
unimpaired, uninterrupted or error free and accordingly shall not be liable for such 
events. 

11. Waiver and Release. Bidder, for himself, his heirs, agents, successors and assign¬ 
ees, generally and specifically waives and releases, and forever discharges Stacks Bow¬ 
ers, and its respective affiliates, parents, officers, directors, shareholders, agents, sub¬ 
sidiaries, employees, managers and members and each of them, and their respective 
successors and assignees from any and all claims, rights, demands and causes of ac¬ 
tions and suits, of whatever kind or nature, including but not limited to claims based 
upon Auctioneers negligence, whether in law or equity, tort or otherwise, whether 
known or unknown, suspected or unsuspected (a “Claim”), which Bidder may assert 
with respect to and/or arising out of, or in connection with any challenge to the title to 
or authenticity of any goods purchased, the sale itself, any lot bid upon or consigned, 
and/or the auction, except where such Claim is otherwise expressly authorized in 
these Terms of Sale. It is the intention of Bidder that this waiver and release shall be

MUST HAVE MATERIALLY AFFECTED HIS OR HER SETTLEMENT WITH THE 
DEBTOR.” 

12. Disputes. If a dispute arises concerning ownership of a lot or concerning proceeds 
of any sale, Stacks Bowers reserves the right to commence a statutory inter-plead¬ 
er proceeding at the expense of the Consignor and Buyer and any other applicable 
party, and in such event shall be entitled to its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 
Stacks Bowers reserves the right to cancel or postpone the Auction Sale or any session 
thereof for any reason whatsoever. No Bidder shall have any claim as a result thereof, 
including for incidental or consequential damages. Neither Stacks Bowers nor any 


affiliated or related company shall be responsible for incidental or consequential dam¬ 
ages arising out of any failure of the Terms of Sale, the auction or the conduct thereof 
and in no event shall such liability exceed the purchase price, premium, or fees paid. 
Rights granted to Bidders under the within Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale are 
personal and apply only to the Bidder who initially purchases the lot(s) from Stacks 
Bowers.
